The 
red coloring of the beets will appear in the 
feces within eighteen hours if the elimination 
is excellent, within twenty-four to thirty-six 
hours if the elimination is fair, and if it does 
not appear for forty-eight hours, this is evi- 
dence of the presence of constipation.
